STLOUIS, Aug.( 27. Sammy Mayer, who leaped from the Kan-

sas City Blues to the Brook Feds, is not likely to join the GriUfmen if
he has signed a Federal League contract. The National Commission
has already ruled that a player becomes automatically a free agent
when his club fails to pay salary due him. Mayer claimsthat Kansas
City owed him salary and so, with his room mate, Pete Compton, he
jumped to the Feds. Compton was declared a free agent, but he
agreed to return to organized baseball and is now a member of the
Braves.

"If Mayer has signed with the Federal League, I don't want him,"
says Griffith. "If he hasn't signed, I'll give him a trial, as I hear he is
a hitter. If he is a free agent and goes to the Feds, that's all right.
It's his own funeral. It isn't for me to worry about. I expect to hear
some word for him in a day or so. Then I'll know something."
